“When we went out that night,’ 
eaid Bulkeley, ‘we didn't dream we 
were to take our final crack at the 
Japs off Bataan.

bag one of the Jap destroyers which 
the army could see in Subic Bay. 
They’d been driven far back, but 
from the highest ridge of the Ba- 
taan mountains they could still look 
down. into Subic with their 20-pow- 
er binoculars.

Then, about twelve hundred Filipino 
Scouts—equally well trained and 


equally good. Lastly, they had in

As soldiers, they would 
compare with American selectees 
who had had the same amount of 
training—which is to say they 
weren't worth a damn.

“T drove an ambulance in France 
in 1940, and in some ways it was 
the same story on Luzon, The same 
lack of equipment, planes, commu- 
nications. The same disorganization 
—everybody falling back, or maybe 
fighting without hope just because it 
was a habit. Both in France and 
Luzon you threw the book away— 


f}and did what you could with what 


you had. 

“But there were differences. In 
France it was ‘Scram, the Germans 
are coming, te can't hold 'em!'— 
and they'd drop their arms and run. 

“But on Bataan, even when they 
knew In their hearts it was hopeless, 
they'd say, ‘Damn {t, we're not back- 
ing up to Corregidor—we're going 
to hold them here!’ They kept on
